Ah  I  That  day  of  fun  that  reflects  so  vividly  before  us  the  sight  of  red  and  pink 
roses !  It  was  difficult  work  last  May  collecting  roses,  but  we  made  the  most 
beautiful  rose  chain  that  Glendale  High  School  has  ever  had  for  the  Senior  Class 
Night  exercises.
